Banso'me, brothers, end Charles Mc- 
Elroy, each sentenced to 21 years im- 
prisonment for killing Deputy Sheriff 
Jenkins in 1928. 


The youths, after several continu- 


ances, were convicted and 'sentenced 
recently. They immediately appealed 
to the supreme court, but were unable 
to make bond for their release pending 
the appeal. 


After being held in the county jail 


for about a month, they enounced 
their willingness to enter the peniten- 
tiary. Acting upon advice of an at- 
torney, who was upheld by Attorney 
General Hal L. Norwood, the boys re- 
fused to do any work at the peniten- 
tiary, claiming they still, technically, 
were in custory of the county sheriff 
until their appeal was decided. 


Penitentiary officials 
would have 


none of this, however, and sent them 
back to the Craighead county jail. 


Deputy Sheriff Jenkins was shot 


and killed in November, 1928, while 
attempting to arrest the trio on liquor 
charges.

T E X A R KANA.-Forging another 


link into the highway system of Ark- 
ansas, the $500,000 Garland City high- 
way bridge spanning Red river was 
to be opened to traffic at 8 a. m. Wed- 
nesday, it was announced Tuesday by 
the Arkansas highway commission. 


Opening of the bridge, a state-own- 


ed toll structure, will end nearly two 
years labor and will replace the pri- 
vately owned ferry at Garland City, 
23 miles east of Texarkana. 


Construction of Ihe steel and con- 


crete bridge began two years ago, and 
was virtually completed when 
the 


middle span was hurled into the river 
by a dynamite charge on Setpember 
3, 1930. 


While investigators clung to the 


trail of the vandals, resulting in the 
conviction of one man, construction 
of another span began and the finish- 
ing touches to the new bridge were 
completed during the past few days. 


Traffic was allowed to pass over 


the new span July 4'but no toll was 
charged, the action being a gesture 
by the highway commission to herald 
the completion of the bridge. 


The !Garlan"d City bridge will be 


operated much after the fashion, of the 
new span at Tulto'n,' which Was open- 
ed last year;* The same toll of 50 cents 
for automobiles wHl~be"chiJrged."Otlr^ 
er toll charges will, be: M to 3*4 ton 
trucks, 75 cents; four tons or over, SI; 
one ton traiers',' 25 cents, over one ton 
trailers; 50 cents; busses, plus five 
cents for each passenger,' $1; motor 
cycles, 10 cents; livestock, five cents 
per head; wagons and buggies, 25 
cents; and loaded log wagons, $1. No 
charge will be made for pedestrians. 


It is one of the major highwa links 


serving the Southwest Arkansas coun- 
ties: LaFayt/tte, Hempstead, Clark, 
Nevada, Columbia, Ouachita, Union, 
Calhoun, Bradley, Ashley and Chicot. 


Practically all work on the bridge 


has been completed. General surfac- 
ing on the Miller county approach is 
nearly finished, contractors estimat- 
ing its finajl completion within the 
next few days. The LaFayette ap- 
proach already has been completed. 


The bridge proper is composed of 


three 303 feet steel spans on concrete 
piers. The middle pier stands 40 feet 
above the highest water level ever 
known on the river. The total length 
of the bridge and approaches is 1849 
feet. The traffic lane on the struc- 
ture is 20 feet wide.

Karl Ulftionls, the creator and'pro- 


tector of Independent' Latvia, is not 
as Impatient as Slillft of Russia 


Sixty year plans; ratter than five 


year plans, appeal to Ulmanis. The 
example of Washington awd'the early 
struggle of the-'United States to per- 
fect its government are his Insplra* 
tion. 


He was educated at the University 


of Nebraska,- taught In the agricul- 
tural school of that institution, and 
learned about politics and • demosracy 
in the home state of William Jennings 
Bryan. 


Ulmanis was recently made premier 


of Latvia for the third time. He har 
had a stormy time- since the Novem- 
ber day In 1918 when he led n coali- 
tion of various parties in declaring 
Latvia independent and became the 
head of the new republic, 


He was shot in the leg while leading 


troops against the attempts of Com- 
munists and other adventurers to up- 
set the new state. His motor car was 
bombed and several other attempts 
have been-made on his life. But he 
never rested until the Russians and 
Getmans- and • other adventurers were 
driven from Latvia. 
In' 1920; when Latvian1 money was 


greatly depredated and Soviet Rus- 
sia was threatening the little republic, 
Premier Ulmanis told the writer his 
country would not start another war, 
but, would offer the life of its last 
man in resisting aggression. 


"All of us Baltic peoples are too im- 


patient about the settlement of the 
disorders growing out of the great 
war," Ulmanis said. "But we are be- 
coming more patient as our experi- 
ence in self-government broadens and 
we realize our strength. 


"Remember, 
it took the United 


States sixty years to get itself well 
organized. There was a time when it 
required 2,000 paper dollars to buy 
one gold dollar. Washington found 
paper money so cheap it was almost 
impossible to feed his ttoops." 


Ulmanis has plodded on and en- 


couraged' his countrymen 
in 
their 


blackest hours. He yielded the pre- 
miership .in 1921 to Z. Mierovich, who 
formed a coalition government. 
In 


1925 Ulmanis again took the premier- 
ship and held' it for a year. Last 
March he assumed the post for the 
third time and still holds it. 


He has remained in parliament con- 


stantly as the leader of the Farmers' 
Union and whether in-or out of the 
government has been the maintsay 
of Latvia. While dictators have flour- 
ished elsewhere in Europe, and-while 
Ulmanis has Keen charged by his op- 
ponents with dicatorial aspirations, the 
farmer leader has constantly respect- 
ed constitutional provisions and'never 
sough tto retain power against pop- 
ular will. 


As the leader of the Farmers' Union, 


the strongest bourgeois party in Lat- 
via, he has always had strong oppo- 
sition from the more radical parties. 
And'he has always been hated by the 
great estate owners, chiefly, of Ger- 
man-descent, whose property has been 
divided and sold to small farmers. 


This stocky, 54 year old statesman 


looks 
like a prosperous Nebraska 


farmer or ranchman. He is strangely 
out of harmony with the towered and 
turreted castle of Hanseaatic days in 
which he sits as premier. Long-tailed 
coats, high hats and spats have never 
figured in Ulmanis' career 
to 
any 


considerable extent. 


He was born on a farm in Courland, 


now part of Latvia, and was a real 
dirt farmer for years before he came 
to the United Statesi But his love of 
his native country warf so great that 
he returned there frequently before 
the world war and lectured to farm- 
ers on how to improve their economic 
condition. 


So he was a natural leader for the 


Farmers' Union when Russia cracked 
up and Latvia made its successful 
fight fo rindependence.

Bunker, inmate of (he county home 


at Medicine Lodge, is growing feeble. 
Some'where in the United States he 
hopes his six children may still be 
living. This man with a life story 
stranger than any fiction has only one 
remaining ambition nnd that is to sec 
them once more. 


Bunker's father and his uncle came 


from Siam to America in 1830. They 
were joined together by.a membran- 
ous band extending from the breast- 
bone of one to that of the other. It 
was Ing and Chang who were respon- 
sible for the coining of the phrase 
"Siamese twins" to mean children 
physically attached to each other, re- 
gardless of what race. Barnum. the 
famous 
showmarv 
exhibited 
them 


throughout the United States and

, "My^ father, and hlSf&rother never 
quarreled." Bunker is 'careful to ex- 
plain. "Lots of people have said to 
me they've heard Dad and Uncle 
Chang used to fight. It isn't true." ' 


How He Got His Name 


The aged man is asked frequently to 


tell why the son of "a native of Siam 
should have the surname "Bunker" 
and be called Patrick. 


"U was like this," he says, "As 


soon as my father and uncle arrived 
in New York they were put on ex- 
hibition. It 
became 
necessary 
for 


them to be naturalized. They went to 
the government office and gave their 
names as Ing and Changi the only 
names they'd over had. Someone told 
them they must have a surname. A 
man named Fred Bunker was stand- 
ing near and the suggested they take 
his name. That was how my father 
became Ing Bunker and my uncle be- 


. came Chang Bunker." 


The twins were born about 00 miles 


i 
from Bangkok. Slam, in 1811. When 
they, were 18 1m American ship cap- 
tain saw them bathing in a river. 
Idealizing what a curiosity they would 
be to the American public he arrang- 
ed to bring them to New York. Bar- 
num made them the featured attrac- 
tion of his show and gave them wide- 
spread publicity. 


Twins Wed Sisters 


Bunker 
remembers 
accompaning 


y his father on several of these tours. 
f. Despite their huge incomes from these 
r trips the twins' money disappeared 


rapidly. At the height of their wealth 
the twins married Sallie and Ade- 
laide Yates, of Dutch and Irish do- 
scent. 


"Sallie was my mother," Bunker 


says, "and she was a handsome wo- 
man and a fine Christian. She hod a 
wonderfully good disposition. Father 
and his brother were married on the 
same day in a double ceremony. They 
each had farms not over half a mile 
apart. They would stay at our home 
three days and nights and then go to 
my uncle's house for three days and 
nights. Father had 11 children and 
Uncle Chang had 10." 


Chang and Ing were born face to 


face but after they learned to walk 
they found it easier to get around 
side by side so they were almost al- 
ways in that position. 


They could chop wood, according to 


Bunker. "Father, was on the right 
side and Chang on the left," he says, 
"so father would gras.p the ax handle 
with'his right'hand and Uncle Chang 
would take hold with-his left. As he 
was left-handed 
anyway- that gave 


them a strong,grip. , At the table they 
would heljj each other cut the food, 
but each wpuld-feediliiipself."

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Despite their physical union the 


twins had ' different temperaments. 
Bunker's father, for instance, was 
fond of playing poker. Chang never 
could be persuaded to join the game 
but he was obliged to sit by until 
late hours at night while Ing enjoyed 
himself. 


On a Fbtiirn trip from Europe in 


1874 
Ing nwoke one morning and 


found Chang dead by his side, Half 
on hour later Ing also was dead. 
Surgeons found that the two men had 
a large nrtery in common and declar- 
ed the oft-proposed operation to sep- 
arate them would have proved fatal. 


Bunker's descent to the almshouse 


is a brief story. He and a brother, 
ames Monroe Bunker, went west and 
bought farms in Summer county, 
Kansas. James died there several 
years ago. Patrick married and he 
and his wife had three sons and 
three daughters. 


"One day my wife told me she 


wanted a divorce," 
Bunker 
says. 


"Sho asked for the custody of Die 
children too. I said, 'Molly, you don't 
want to do that,' but she insisted on it. 


"No man ever made anything law- 


ing with his wife so I deeded her the 
farm and everything on it. After a 
while she married again and I reckon 
she set the children against me. Any- 
how they don't come to see me. I 
know where some of them were for a 
while but now I've lost track." 


A few years ago, after doing odd 


jobs around Medicine Lodge for a 
living, Bunker walked into the room 
in which the county commissioners 
were meeting and surprised them by 


laying $100 before them and saying, 
"I don't believe I have long to live. 
There's my savings. I wish you'd 
take it and give me a homo for my 
remaining years." 


The commissioners refused to take 


the money but did give the former 
farmer a home. He has lived there 
ever since.

Plays Mil Own Piano 


"Why don't the papers write up their 


news-stories like they did 100 yeara 
ago?" a Hope ^professional man asked 
mo Sunday. 


"In reading an old file of papers," 


he continued, "1 was 
particularly 


struck by the way crime news was 
reported. Whenever a murder, a rob- 
.bery or some other crime of violence 
was committed, the reporter went on 
to point out the tferrible disgrace vis- 
ited upon the community in which 
the outrage occurred." 
: 


"Why did the papers change from 


that style, and why don't they go 
back to It today?" he asked. 


Two things,occurred to newspapers 


to make them change. 
, 


Early newspapers were written by 


men drawn from the other profes- 
sions. The vast majority of Ameri- 
can papers published up to say 1895— 
the time 
that William Randolph 


Hearst and Adolph Ochs went to New 
York to start modern journalism- 


were edited by preachers, teachers 
and lawyers. Most of the editors were 
preachers and teachers. They drew 
little -distinction between fact and 
opinion. 1 do not Say that dlsparlng- 
ly. I mean ,th6y were very honest 
about it. : "Their notion of the world 
was that facts Should be salted down 
with opinion—something that is still 
trtifr^-biit, having very small news- 
papers, they were compelled to run 
fact and opinion In the same column, 
the same story. 


Therefore, when a terrible crime 


occurred the reporter getting his facts 
was also an editorial writer comment- 
ing on the facts he had just gathered 
—and his story was a combination 
news-story and editorial. 


The rise of modern journalism de- 


manded fact-raporting. 
Newspapers 


might still sway public opinion In 
their editorial columns, but it was 
demanded of them that they print In- 
numerable columns of pure facts 


ifty ef the rater's opinion 
getting mlft«d trp in those facts, 


&fria peOpW, t know, will treat with 


disdain fny contention that modern 
newspapers have given a trained 
news-writer to a world that didn't 
have one 50 or 75 years ago. Here Is 
an example. Luncheon chibi meet all 
over America at noon. It is nearly 
2 p. m. befci»e luncheon Is over. A 
reporter, has about 30 minutes to write 
his story for an afternoon paper—and 
an hour and a hall after the meeting 
adjourns the story Is In print. This is 
being done by from one to half a 
dozen news-writers In each of 2,000 
'American cities .every day. If you 
don't believe me .when I say It is 
something new, try it yourself some 
day. There was a time when almost 
any preacher, teacher or lawyer could 
run a newspaper—and Some could to- 
day; about as many as there are news- 
paper men who could acquit them- 
selves creditably In the pulpit, handle 
a student classroom, or wrestle a 
while with Blackstone. 
e 


Not only did the training of news- 


paper men change, but' their back- 
ground changed with It. We cannot 
pick out early newspapers and com- 
rpare them with the papers of today, 
without also noting the changes In 
civilization between the two periods.
